DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 1, 20-21 are allowable. Claims 2-16, 18, previously withdrawn from 
consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, requires all the limitations of an 
allowable claim. Pursuant to the procedures set forth in MPEP § 821 .04(a), the 
restriction requirement among inventions drawn to a roll of print media, print 
head assemblies, drier, slitter, support structure and print media feed means, as 
set forth in the Office action mailed on 2/14/2008, is hereby withdrawn and claims 
2-16, 18 are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1 .104. In 
view of the withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant(s) are advised that if any 
claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes 
all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may 
be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over 
the claims of the instant application. Once the restriction requirement is withdrawn, the 
provisions of 35 U.S. C. 121 are no longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 1211, 
1 21 5, 1 70 USPQ 1 29, 1 31 -32 (CCPA 1 971 ). See also MPEP § 804.01 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The primary reason for the allowance of claims 1 -1 6, 1 8, 20-21 is the inclusion of 
the limitation of a sliding door in a wall portion of the cartridge which is biased closed by 
a spring and is arranged to be opened during printing so as to expose a wound portion

of print media to enable a roller of the digital photofinishing system to contact the wound 
portion of the roll of print media; wherein during said printing, and unwound portion of 
the roll of print media is fed through the printer by operation of the roller on the wound 
portion of the roll of print media and the coupled drive and print media feed means. It is 
this limitation found in each of the claims, as it is claimed in the combination, that has 
not been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record which makes these claims 
allowable over the prior art.
